Expansion, rapid changes 


Respect life, Pope 
urges U.N. agency 


VATICAN CITY (NC) — Pope Paul VI, in a 
tactfully worded letter to the World Health 
Organization on its 25th anniversary, urged 
that United Nations agency to encourage 
respect for human life. 


The World Health Organization has 
expressly endorsed “easy access” to abortion. 


The Pope called life “the Creator’s first gift 
to man.” He said that human life is “always: 
admirable, despite appearances.” 


HIS LETTER, addressed to the director 
general of WHO, Dr. Marcolino Candau, said: 


“Would not the value and respect the World 
Health Organization gives to individual life be 
illustrated by the organization’s programs for 
those ‘fringe-persons’ of society who are the 
retarded, the handicapped, the victims of 
dependence on pharmaceuticals, and so many 
others?” 


The Pope observed that many persons 
depend upon WHO for “life, or at any rate its 
‘quality,’ as is said today.” 


HE RECALLED a remark made five years 
ago by the director general of WHO about the 
“sense of the irreplaceable value of every 
human life.” 


“It is that sense which, after 25 years of exis- 
tence, must earn the gratitude of many and the 
esteem of all for the organization you direct,” 
the Pope commented. 


WHO has supported “access- (and in the case 
of the unmarried, direct access) to obstetric 
advice and treatment, including abortion where 
available, appropriate and acceptable to the 
mother.” 


San Diego - a diocese on the move

THE DIOCESE of San Diego, like the city of 
its name, is a “diocese on the move.” Ground- 
breaking, dedication ceremonies, parish 
expansions and anniversary celebrations all 
mark continued growth in this far-flung, 36,000 
mile diocese. 


This weekend will see ground-breaking for 
a new church and hall at Our Lady of the Lake 
parish, Lake Arrowhead, dedication of an all- 
purpose building at St. Peter and St. Paul par- 
ish, Alta Loma, and triple silver jubilee celeb- 
rations in St. Theresa parish, Palm Springs. 


Growth around Rancho Bernardo and Poway 
indicates there will have to be a new parish 
division to accommodate Catholics in this fast 
developing area. Only three years ago the new 
parishes of Resurrection, near Escondido, and 
Good Shepherd, near Poway, were established. 


OTHER parish expansion needs are 
indicated in Corona, where the present 
facilities of St. Edward’s parish are strained. 
It is likely that a new parish created there 
would carry the name of the present pastor, 
Msgr. Matthew Thompson, by being named St. 
Matthew. 


In the Encinitas area, on the coast, Father 
Raymond Moore of St. John’s, reports that Sun- 
day Mass is now celebrated each week in the 
Olivenhain Community Center which is rented 
for the occasion. Started on May 6, the Masses 
are now attended by as many as 100 persons 
on this eastern side of the Encinitas parish. 


Changes in pastorates are also among cur- 
rent developments. It was announced in St. 
Rita’s church, San Diego, that Msgr. John Gal- 
lagher, who has been pastor there for 32 years, 
will retire on August 1, and will take up other 
work to be announced. 


ALSO THE death of Msgr. Thomas O’Toole, 
pastor of St. Anne’s, San Bernardino, leaves a 
vacancy for a pastor to be filled in coming 
months. 


In many parishes, this diocese is literally “on 
the move” with a constant turn-over of 
parishioners, particularly in areas with milit- 
ary installations or rapid development. 


This turn-over is as much as one-third ‘of 
parishioners annually in some parishes — 
which pastors must take into account when 
planning for the parish. 


BISHOP Leo T. Maher will break ground for 
the new Our Lady of the Lake church at 5 p.m. 
Friday, May.25, and he will dedicate the all- 
purpose building for St. Peter and St. Paul par- 
ish at 3 p.m. Sunday, May 27 — both in the vast 
San Bernardino county, largest in the country.

A living tradition 


T.T.A.J.D. is not a nonsense word like “‘supercalifragilis- 
ticexpialidocious,”’ but the document title it abbreviates 
is about as long a mouthful as that song from Mary Poppins. 


The U.S. bishops’ education pastoral letter To Teach As 
Jesus Did, published in November 1972, is certainly not 
a nonsense document; and everyone involved in education 
— including parents — really should read it. 


The bishops clarify in the preface and conclusion that 
it is not to be regarded as the “final word” and that our 
religious tradition is a “living tradition” through which 
God continues his conversation with his people. 


But throughout the letter they constantly emphasize that 
an integrated educational ministry of the Church must 
have three dimensions: (1) the message revealed by God, 
(2) fellowship — or community — in the life of the Holy 
Spirit and (3) service to other Christians and all men. They 
contend that all three apply to everyone from the cradle 
to the grave. 


We are traditionally familiar with the message — or doc- 
trine — part. But current religious education programs 
have been trying to include more Christian community 
building activities and more direction for helping others. 
Jesus did teach by his preaching, but he also drew people 
together to live with him and each other and he insisted 
that we do something with our faith.

Catholics share blame for Watergate,

FALLBROOK — _ The 
Catholics of the United 
States must share some of 
the responsibility . for 
Watergate, according to the 
editor of the Southern 
Cross. 


Speaking to the parish 
here, Michael Newman said 
“Watergate only happens 
when the climate of the 
morality of the nation 
allows it to happen. We are 
each guilty of Watergate, 
and particularly Catholics, 
who have a great moral 
responsibility.” 


He said the 48 million 
Catholics of the United 
States have a leadership 
role which they often do not 
realize. “If we ignore the 
small discrepancies in 
moral standards, they soon 
grow. This is where the 
enlightened Catholic must 
play his part and stop the 
rot.” 


NEWMAN said the 
Catholic Church has 
emerged from a period of 
“tunnel vision” when 
people wore blinkers, and 
looked neither right nor 
left. 


“Now, with the blinkers 


‘removed we are rather 


bewildered, like frightened 
horses. 


“The old security is gone. 
We are forced to make deci- 
sions we once left to good 
old Mother Church. We are 
thrust on our own consci- 
ences with our individual 
responsibility to learn what 
is right.” 


HE SAID that if we Chris- 
tians “really believe in our 
mission then decadent 
political pollution and 
other ills will be banished 
from our land.” 


Newman, who is also a 
candidate for the perma- 
nent diaconate, said ‘We 
have to be enlightened, vig- 
orous Catholics. Not judg- 
ing, but loving. Not dictat- 
ing, but showing by our 
example that we can 
change the world.” 


When asked by a ques- 
tioner about those who 
have fallen away | from 
church attendance in 
recent years, Newman said: 
“Perhaps they found h:voc- 
risy among parishioners 
which made them turn 
away. Perhaps. they. were 


never really Catholics in 
the first place, but merely 
churchgoers, going through 
the motions. 


“THE YOUNGER people 
sometimes find that the 
Christian community they 
seek in church is not there 
in practice. That too many 
of us set a bad example of 
hypocrisy.” 


He said the forthcoming 
Diocesan Synod was one of 
the most exhilerating

things to happen. “We are 
very fortunate indeed to 
live in a diocese where the 
bishop has the great wis- 
dom to hold a synod where 
everyone will take part.

Disturb the comfortable 


I believe it was Cardinal Suenens who said that 
the duty of the Catholic press is to “disturb the com- 
fortable and comfort the disturbed.” In these years 
of change, disturbance and comfort, we follow a 
path sprinkled with eggshells. 


If the vigor of a system or organization is reflected 
in the vigor and freedom of its press, then the 
Catholic Church in the United States is showing 
greater health every month. The annual gathering 
of the Catholic Press Association in Minneapolis a 
couple of weeks ago revealed a press very much 
more alive to the openness needed today than ever 
before. 


Every issue is a religious issue, whether it is crime 
in the streets or liturgy in the churches. The 
Catholic press and the people of God as a commun- 
ity cannot ignore any issue. For to say that some 
things are “religious” and others “secular” is to 
ignore the whole man. Everything we do, every opin- 
ion we hold, reflects our whole person — which must 
be entirely “religious.” 


That is why everything from Watergate to the Wan- 
derer, from abortion to acupuncture, is a valid sub- 
ject for discussion within these columns. 


Allow more time 


We are always complaining of the shortage of 
time. I think we should also be aware of the slower 
tempo of postal deliveries. When you send material 
for publication in the Southern Cross, please allow 
more time. For instance, when we checked the mail 
on Tuesday, May 15, there were several items sent 
from parishes on May 10 and 11, which had therefore 
taken four or five days to reach us. 


So if your item does not get into “Around the dio- 
cese,” please do not think it was an editorial deci- 
sion. It probably arrived too late for publication. To 
be sure of making the next week’s paper, items like 
this should reach the SC office on Friday. And, of 
course, there is always the question of available 
space. 


Lessons in space 


It was inevitable — and salutary — that the Skylab 
experiment should have its problems. If it had gone, 
asso many of these space experiments have, without 
fault, without failure, we might have become too 
smug. It is always a growing process to learn from 
mistakes. 


However, the old, old question still arises: 


whether the space project has been a waste of-effort © 


and whether the money might be better spent pursu- 
ing the problems of planet earth. Of course, space 
agency funds are spent on earth, much right here 
in this diocese. What tangible results do most of us 
see except for anti-heat coatings on cookware and 
some miniature marvels in electronics? 


I think some of the most momentous vicarious 
experiences of our time have been the great steps 
into space, to the moon and beyond. But when there 
is the need for billions to be spent on improving 
the lot of miserable humans right here in our own 
nation, on this continent and around the globe, one 
questions the billions which go on space, in spite 
of all its fascinating and uplifting moments.

The fact that they have to be held 
at all is no compliment to our educational, political 
or other systems. There is something rotten which 
produces these warts on the body politic. 


But it is a reasonably healthy system which can 
take so close a look at itself without coming apart. 
There is, as yet, no guarantee that this will not hap-

pen. But the American republic system has come 
through similar exposures before, though whether 
it has done so with profit is debatable. 


The spoils system of political office is subject to 
all the human failing that greedy man can devise. 
We have removed many of the political sinecures 
from our system, but obviously a great deal remains 
to be done.

gers does not imply that the 
congregation never sang 
the chants. There is evi- 
dence of this to the contrary 
in another opinion that the 
chants grew out of earlier 
Jewish chants — the pat- 
terns and melodies quite 
familiar to all, and easily 
sung. 


As to his statement that 
“some selections are mag- 
nificent,” much is 
“mediocre” and some are 
“downright tawdry,” I fear 
that he would stand in con- 
flict with musicologists and 
most Church musicians who 
find in-the chants which 
have been codified for 
Church use nothing but 
magnificence and beauty of 
structure and form. 


Perhaps Father Warren, 
as many do, becomes con- 
fused with the judgment of 
music in itself and with its 
performance. We do have 
mediocre performances but 
this is not due to the music 
in itself but rather to the 
lack of insight into the 
essence and simplicity of 
the style by its participants. 


The chants have been 
taught successfully to third 
graders as well as to experi- 
enced choir members. My 
suggestion is that we revive 
some of them and in so 
doing we should discover

Most people probably 
won’t hear about the young, 
pregnant woman who 
makes a phone call to the 
Pro-Life League’s 24-hour 
hot line. 

AND CERTAINLY not 
every parishioner will go to 
the trouble of attending a 
pro-life presentation at a 
parish hall. 


Nor will people in this 
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BURKHAUSER, Arnold J. Hus- 


diocese see very much pic- 
keting or hear many slogans 
being chanted. The televi- 
sion airwaves aren’t exactly 


overflowing with  anti- 
abortion information, 
either. 


But persons may well see 
the literature or the peti- 
tions — in a church pew, in 
a hospital lobby or at a 
shopping center. 


A GOOD NUMBER of 
Catholics in this diocese 
have already signed peti- 
tions demanding a constitu- 
tional amendment to 
guarantee the right of the 
unborn to life. The number 
grows each week. And even- 
tually one sponsor of such 
petitions, the Committee of 
Ten Million, hopes to send 
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Into Thy hands, O Lord, we commend the spirits of 
these beloved ones. who are gone before us into the 
realm of Thy eternal happiness and peace. — Amen.

“With people who are not

THE SPEAKER is Dr. Pat 
Evangelou, president of the 
San Diego County Pro-Life 
League, probably the larg- 
est anti-abortion group now 
working in the diocese. 


Pro-Life, a non-profit, 
non-sectarian educational 
organization, also sponsors 
the 24-hour hot line (phone 
583-LIFE) for counseling. 


Few women, Dr. Evan- 
gelou says, really want 
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‘very effective’ 


abortions. Sometimes, the 
hot line can. present an 
alternative to the pregnant 
woman who would rather 
have her child. 


OFTEN, when there is 
drama in the anti-abortion 
campaign, it takes place in 
school classrooms. One 
case: A “women’s studies” 
class in a public high 
school. 


The students sat quietly, 
watching the Life magazine 
film on life before birth. 


Then came the slides. 


THE SLIDES show dead 
fetuses. The presentation is 
cold, scientific. “This is a 
fetus aborted in early pre- 
gnancy the scraping 


method ... This is a fetus 
aborted by the use of saline 
solution...” 


Some students become 
upset. Others ask questions. 


“How big is a baby at 10 
weeks? How far along is a 
fetus before the heart 
beats?” 


OFTEN, Dr. Evangelou 
said, students have been 
“rather impressed and 
almost converted by pro- 
abortion arguments. But 
there is a definite open- 
ness. They are _ seeking 
knowledge, asking ques- 
tions. They are very excited 
and you always get the feel- 
ing this is probably the 
first chance they’ve had to 
ask these questions.”

‘Obong-Unwan’ is Ontario's: 
Catholic relief man in Sudan

ONTARIO Robert 
Koepp is a member of St. 
George’s parish here, but 
he hasn’t lived at home 
since 1965 when he 
accepted the challenge of 
the Peace Corps in Nigeria. 


When his term of duty 
ended in 1969, he joined 
Catholic Relief Services as 
program assistant in 
Nigeria. He came highly 
recommended from his pas- 
tor then, Msgr. Michael J. 
O’Connor, now pastor in 
Sun City. 


In Nigeria, Koepp faced 
another challenge as field 
operations director of the 
highly successful village 
reconstruction program fol- 
lowing that country’s civil 
war. The Nigerians recog- 
nized his efforts by naming 
him “Obong-Unwan” 
chief benefactor. 


NOW KOEPP faces a new 
challenge as he leaves May 
28 for a new CRS assign- 
ment in Sudan. His 
immediate job will be to 
expedite the American 
relief agency’s shipments of 
food and supplies from a 
warehouse in Uganda’s 
capital of Kampala to re- 
mote refugee camps in 
Sudan. 


The route is long and 
tedious; transporting ma- 
terials across the moun- 
tains and the Nile at Juba 
has always been a major 
problem. SP Nay eS a 


But CRS and Msgr. Wilson 
Kaiser, CRS regional direc- 
tor in Africa who assigned 
Koepp, are confident he 
will find a practical solu- 
tion. They recall his work in 
war-torn Nigeria — par- 
ticularly in Ikot Ekpene, 
Abak and Itu, with their 
devastation and monumen- 
tal task of rebuilding. 


IN 1970, after many 
months of careful surveying 
and planning, CRS — in 
cooperation with USAID 
and the government of 
Nigeria’s South Eastern 
State — began broad scale 
reconstruction, known as 
“Village Rehabilitation 
Project SES.” The aim was 
to rebuild schools, hospi- 
tals, health dispensaries 
and maternity clinics, etc., 
and help individuals rees- 
tablish their lives. 


Funding came from 
USAID ($800,000) and CRS 
($150,000). The Ministry of 
Economic Development 
and Reconstruction of the 
South Eastern Government 
also contributed. 


CRS was chosen to direct 


field operations with 
Koepp as field director. 
Quaker Services took 


charge of rebuilding in Itu, 
while Koepp and his staff 
concentrated in Ikot 
Ekpene and Abak. Par- 
ticular emphasis by CRS 
was given to the reconstruc- 
tion of primary schools, 
which during the war had 


All rebuilding was 
shared by the people on a 
“self-help” basis while 
materials such as roofing 
sheets, paints, glass, tools, 
nails, were purchased in 
the U.S.A., and shipped to 
Nigeria. 


BUILDINGS rebuilt or 
repaired included 200 
schools, five town markets, 
two hospital wards, library, 
children’s home, town 
halls, teacher training col- 
lege and other public build- 
ings.

TEN YEARS AGO, in early May 1963, 
the first Cursillo of this diocese was 
held in the parish hall of Our Lady of 
Guadalupe, San Diego. 


During those ten years, thousands of 
men and women, Spanish speaking 
and English, have shared this three- 
day “experience” in 53 Cursillos. This 
weekend, commemorating Memorial 
Day, Cursillo number 54 will be held 
at San Luis Rey Academy. 


The Cursillo is a movement, not an 
organization. It is, as its name implies, 
a short. course, a concentrated study of 
Christianity, on both the personal and 
doctrinal level. 


CURSILLO candidates learn the 
Christian virtues through three days of 
communal living, and renew their 
knowledge of the faith through five 
study sessions daily. 


Father Jaime Rasura, SJ, associate 
at Our Lady of Guadalupe, San Diego, 
was on that first Cursillo. It was led 
by a team from Sacramento, under 
Father Finian Maguin, OFM, and 
Father Forrest McDonnell, OFM. 


Father Rasura said last week: “We 
had just completed the new hall and 
school in our parish and the buildings 
were available. The diocesan office 
gave approval and we recruited can- 
didates.”’

Cursillo since. He is currently pres- 
ident of the Diocesan Secretariat. 
Also included are Peter Chacon, now 
Assemblyman in Sacramento, and 
Rudi Castaneda regional representa- 
tive for the Cursillo movement. 


The song, “De Colores,’ shown 
above the group, has become the musi- 
cal theme, identification and greeting 
for “cursillistas” as the candidates are 
known. It is an integral part of Cursillo 
gatherings. 


Father William O’Dwyer of St. Pat- 
rick’s church, Carlsbad, was spiritual 
leader of the Cursillo movement until 
his death, followed by Father Bernard 
Cassidy, SJ, of Christ the King church, 
San Diego. Father Cassidy has worked 
closely with Cursillos for the past five 
years. 


MSGR. LUIS Balderas was officially 
named diocesan director until 1972 
when Father Peter Luque of San Sal- 
vador, Colton succeeded him. Father 
Manuel Elizalde of Our Lady of Mount 
Carmel Church, San Ysidro, works in 
association with Father Luque. 


Representatives of the regional and 
national Cursillo boards report reg- 
ularly on the progress and growth of 
the movement in the United States. 


An official diocesan board and com- 
mittees have been set up in recent 
years to guide the operations of the 
movement here under the lay leader- 
ship which is a feature of the Cursillo.

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As women will. . .

Seeing from God's eye view 


AS WOMEN WILL, we were talking 
about ... piebald days, those days 
when good and bad, happiness and 
sorrow, joy and pain, form patterns of 
light and darkness. 


Most of the days of our lives are 
piebald, I think. True, there are days 
when a pure pervading joy lifts and 
exalts us, so that nothing adverse can 
penetrate. 


There are times when depression 
weighs like fog upon the spirit and no 
ray of light may break through. But on 
the whole, life flows like the restless 
sea, with crests and valleys, swells 
and troughs, as far as the eye can see. 


IF WE ARE WISE — if life has been 
instructive enough — we learn to ride 
the troughs in anticipation of the 
crests, and rejoice on the crest in the 


knowledge that the trough just weath- 


ered was preparation for the next. 


We come to know the danger of 
rushing to the peak, only to fall heed- 
lessly into depression when the crest 
falls. In time, and certainly not with- 
out difficulty, we learn to navigate 
and hold an even keel. 


Gradually, we recognize that 
squalls pass and storms abate. What 
matters is that we endure them with 
the least possible damage — and 
hopefully use the experience to 
increase our understanding of the 
elements involved and our skill at 
seamanship. 


LAST MOTHER’S Day was a piebald 
day for me — a testing of my own 
acquired seamanship. It should have 
been an occasion of placid tranquil- 
ity, but the troughs were deep. 


My mother, I heard, is seriously ill, 
far too many miles away. Other rela- 
tives are inextricably involved in 
situations of extreme personal diffi- 
culty and even danger. There was 
news of marital conflict, nervous 


‘breakdown — sad commentaries on 


the way we live and love. And a new 
awareness of other problems, other 
tensions. 


The troughs were truly deep and 
dark. But they crested in light and 
beauty. With visiting children came 
love and laughter and gifts of all 
kinds. Friends called in greeting to a 
“surrogate mother.” Messages of 
affection and concern drew us all into 
strengthened bonds of unity. 

IT WAS — LIKE life itself — a 
beautiful, sad, happy, depressing and 
hopeful time. And throughout it all, 
a kind of calm, a quiet acceptance 
touched us. i 

There were years, thankfully long 
past, when the depths might have 
threatened drowning and the crest 
appeared insurmountable. But God is 
very thorough in his teaching, very 
disciplinary in his training. 

He will, I am convinced, stop at 
nothing to bring about that perspec- 
tive he requires of us. A perspective 
in which the “ups-and-downs” are 
robbed of trauma, the depressions of 
anxiety and panic. 

A PERSPECTIVE which levels and 
calms and allows perception of an 
underlying purpose, an ultimate goal. 

For Christians, of course, Christ is 
the true perspective. Not the Christ 
we fictionalize to accommodate our 
own limited vision, but the real 
Christ. The intensely human Christ, 
suffering and enduring, as we suffer 
and — hopefully — endure, yet always 
in utter union with the Father. 

Trusting always in his love, know- 
ing always that all things are brought 
to good in him. It is in this kind of per- 
spective that the problems and 
tragedies of life fall into their proper 
place. 


IN THIS KIND of perspective, each 
event serves its own purpose, each 
condition produces its own result, 
and all build towards the fulfillment 
of God’s plan for mankind. 


There is a fugitive satisfaction in 
the piebald days of life — and a 
singular wonder and beauty — if we 
can see them in perspective, in God’s 
eye view.

Talking Point 
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Should Planned Parenthood be tax supported? 


By Michael Newman 


Planned Parenthood, the agency officially 
approved for birth control advice in many 
counties, has changed. The tax-supported 
association which came into existence to pro- 
vide information now appears — in some cities 
—to have become the advocate of abortion and 
promiscuity. 

A test case is that provided in San Diego 
county, where Planned Parenthood has been 
functioning for 10 years, with the help of tax 
funds. It is currently under scrutiny over the 
$228,000 aid ‘required from government 
sources — tax funds — for it to continue opera- 
tions. 

Dr. Richard L. Philpott, gynecologist and 
obstretician, vice-president of San Diego Pro- 
Life League said: ‘PPA is like a giant self- 
perpetuating machine. It can no longer exist 
as a voluntary organization and $228,000 of tax 
money is needed to finance its programs. 
However, it says that ifthe county doesn’t come 
through it will go directly to the Department 
of Health, Education and Welfare for the 
money. ; 


“That is still our tax money. The only differ- 
ence is whether it passes through the county 
first.” 


President of PPA Peter Frank claims that the 
volunteer ratio of eight volunteers to one paid 
staff member is a taxpayers’ bargain and that 
the agency “provides much needed services, 
among which are birth control clinics, vasec- 
tomy clinics, venereal disease testing, prob- 
lem pregnancy counseling and referral.” 

Perhaps it is not so much the services pro- 
vided but the manner of their presentation 
which has brought Planned Parenthood under 
closer scrutiny this year. 


Dr. Patricia Evangelou, president of Pro-Life 
League and constant battler in behalf of the 
unborn child and family welfare, says 
“Planned Parenthood has abandoned the fam- 
ily unit. They claim that anything they have to 
deal with today has come about roush the 
failure of the family.” 

Certainly their approach to sex matters at 
their “rap” sessions and through their litera- 
ture ignores all consideration of morals and 
family. : 

The publication “Ten Heavy Facts About 
Sex” — a comic book approach to the intimate 
aspects of sex behavior — treats the whole sub- 
ject with a glib, amoral, vulgar approach. The 
“advice” is interlaced with ugly caricatures 
which afford neither dignity nor attractiveness 
to the human form. 


COMIC BOOK? — This is the front cover of 
Planned Parenthood’s booklet treating the 
intimate aspects of sexual behavior and such 
subjects as abortion and pornography. Those 
who defend the booklet say it is “very prac- 
tical.” 


On abortion the book says: “We think having 
an abortion is more moral than bringing an 
unwanted child into this world. Some people 
consider abortion immoral and they have a 
right to think this way. Most people, as well 
as the majority of religious groups, believe that 
women should have the right to make their own 
decisions about their unintended pregnan- 
cies.” 


On sex activity generally, the book — throw- 
ing morals overboard in this section — says 
“Sex is cool when you are ready for it (It'is 
even normal to wait until marriage). Sex is 
also “cool when you use birth control, you want 
a baby, or if you don’t.” 

What does PPA say about pornography? 
“Pornography is harmless.” Perversions, too, 
are harmless, according to PPA: ‘There is 
nothing wrong with any kind of sex if both part- 
ners are mature and it doesn’t hurt anyone.” 


This book is distributed by PPA. It was writ-

ten by Dr. Sol Gordon of Syracuse University. 
Dr. Frank, speaking in defense of the book, 
admits that it is couched in flippant language 
but asserts that it is a “very practical” way to 
bring education to minors. “We have to speak 
their language,” he maintains. 


Yet the information offered in this book pre- 
sumes a level of experience and sophistication 
which contradicts the immaturity of its “lan- 
guage.” 


Supervisor Lou Conde, questioning some of 
the programs. being undertaken by the PPA 
raised objection to “rap sessions” directed at 
young people. Topics reportedly discussed at 
these sessions include the use of birth control 
devices. 


“T feel the subjects and the delivery were 
very degrading and immoral,’ said Mrs. 
Ramona Smith, who attended one session. “I 
would say that if one of these youngsters were 
not sexually active when they came to the ses- 
sion, they very likely would be when they left 
after such a frank, open encouragement of pro- 
miscuity.” 


Mrs. Smith, mother of four, is a Southern 
California area director of Happiness of 
Womanhood (HOW). She reported that the rap 
session virtually encouraged young persons to~ 
have sex experience. 


The session she attended had 42 others pre- 
sent, of whom she estimated 39 were between 
the ages of 13 and 19. Not only was it, for her, 
embarrassing in the phraseology, but the vis- 
ual aids were explicit, accompanied by lan- 
guage more suited to adolescent graffiti than. 
a sensible discourse on sex. Occasionally the 
T-shirted lecturer, who remained anonymous 
throughout, made jokes equally suitable for 
such a level. 


“TI could not see how the subjects covered — 
deceiving parents, the ‘new’ morality, new 
attitudes towards sex — had anything to do 
with the planning of one’ s parenthood,” she 
said. 


As Dr. Evangelou said, ‘The main failing of 
Planned Parenthood is its totally permissive 
sexual attitude. I wonder whether the com- 
munity whose tax money is used to support 
PPA would allow their booklets into their 
homes, or the instructors to teach their chil- 
dren about sex, if they knew the whole story. 


“They are zealots,” she said of the PPA offi- 
cials and members, “offering a program of 
abortion. They are dedicated advocates. They 
believe in it so strongly they go around preach- 
ing it. They have overstepped the role they 
should be playing as a tax-supported agency.”

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Question: 
I have heard of priests refusing to 
baptize babies unless the parents 
appear to be well instructed in their 
faith. Is this right? Isn’t the salvation 
of the baby’s soul more important? 


The “New Rite of Baptism for Children” 
contains a magnificent explanation of the 
theology of this sacrament, but also insists 
that ‘‘to fulfill the true meaning of the sacra- 
ment, children must later be formed in the 
faith in which they have been baptized.” 
This process of continued growth is so 
important that “when parents are not yet 
prepared to profess the faith or to under- 
take the duty of bringing up their children 
as Christians, it is for the parish priest, 
keeping in mind whatever regulations may 
have been laid down by the conference of 
bishops, to determine the time for the bap- 
tism of infants.” 


At first glance, the postponement of bap- 
tism seems to be a penalty levelled against 
the infant, and this would indeed be so if 
baptism is seen exlusively as the removal 
of original sin. But an equally strong 
emphasis in the early — and contemporary 
— Church is that this is the sacrament of 
incorporation into the visible Christian 
community. This effect of the sacrament 
will be frustrated if there is no reasonable 
hope that the parents intend to poise tog 


child as a member of the community. 


But the nagging question persists: sup- 
pose the child dies before baptism? What 
will be his fate? We don’t know. But this we 
do have certainty about: God is all-knowing 
and all-loving. That should be enough. 


Question: 
What does the Maite teach about 
hell? 


In the Gospels, Christ spoke of hell as the 
eternal place of punishment, prepared not 
only for the devil and his angels (Matthew 
25:41), but for all who have rejected the sal- 
vation offered by God. In its official teach- 
ing, the Church has defined both the exis- 
tence and the eternity of hell. She has made 
a certain distinction between the loss of the 


- vision of God and the pain of sense, but 


apart from this there is no official declara- 
tion on the nature of the pains of hell. Cer- 
tainly the image of “fire” is a metaphorical 
expression. 


Karl Rahner explains: ‘Just as the bless- 
edness of the immediate vision of God also 
involves an openness in sharing love and 
bliss with the glorified environment, so, too, 
loss means a definitive contradiction of the 
abiding and perfect world, and this con- 
tradiction will be a torment.” 


Jesus gave no indication about whether 
men.are actually lost or how many may be. 


But because he does not deny this possibil- - 
ity, the Church has never made a decision 
on the matter. 


Question: 
I am puzzled about a recent SC news. 
item (4/26) concerning the obligation 
to go to confession once a year. Just 
what is the law? 

Canon 906 states: “Every one of the faith- 
ful, after reaching the age of discretion, is 
bound to confess faithfully all his sins at 
least once a year.” Note carefully, however, 
that all the commentators of the Code 
explain this as referring to a person who has 
committed a mortal sin — and this in view 
of the further obligation of receiving Com- 
munion once a year. Although it is not par- 
ticularly advisable, a person not in the state 
of mortal sin does not have to confess once 
a year. 


Question: 
Is it permitted to hold a marriage 
ceremony and Mass in the home? 


“Marriage between Catholics should be 
eelebrated in the parish church 
Ordinaries of places (i.e., bishops) can per- 
mit that marriage be celebrated in a private 
house only in an extraordinary case and.

Catholic women’s colleges 
are welcoming men students 


PRINCETON, N.J. (NC) — 
The shift to coeducational 
status among women’s col-’ 
leges has been most pro- 
nounced among Catholic 
colleges, a survey by Col- 
lege Research Center (CRC) 
indicates. 

Of 298 colleges identified 
as women’s colleges in 1960, 
only about one-half (146 of 
298 or 49 per cent) were still 
operating as women’s col- 
leges. 

Of 185 Catholic women’s 
colleges in the 298 sur- 
veyed, only 73 were operat- 
ing as women’s colleges in 
1972. . 


OF THE 33 women’s col- 
leges in the group surveyed 
that had closed since 1960, 
27 were Catholic. 


Of 27 women’s colleges 
affiliated with other 
Churches, more than 80 per 
cent were still women’s col- 
leges in 1972 and none had 
closed. 


The survey also indicated 
many Catholic colleges 
were abandoning their offi- 
cial Church connection 
and, for a variety of 
reasons, seeking indepen-
